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Judge rules in favor of deepwell 

Permit appeal is dismissed 


EDS was a winner in court, 
again, this past week, when 
Wayne County Circuit Judge Amy 
Hathaway affirmed the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality’s (MDEQ) issuance of a 
hazardous waste management 
construction permit 

EDS, which has all other state 


and federal permits necessary 
for construction plans to begin 
bulldozing at the deep injection 
well facility at 28470 Citrin Drive 
in Romulus, within the next few 
weeks. 

The MDEQ issued the permit 
on February 22, 2001, for the con¬ 
struction of the storage and treat¬ 


ment facilities. The permit al¬ 
lows EDS to store and treat haz¬ 
ardous wastewaters for ultimate 
disposal in the deep injection 
wells. 

The U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency and the DEQ’s 
Geological Survey Division al¬ 
ready permitted the injection 


wells separately 

In ^n opinion issued on Au¬ 
gust 24, Judge Hathaway dis¬ 
missed the appeal brought by 
The City of Romulus, City of Tay¬ 
lor and Wayne County, that dis¬ 
puted the February 22 issuance 
on several points. 

One of those points, which al-

so was part of the basis for a 5-3 
vote by the Site Review Board, to 
reject permit approval, was the 
Tellus Report, a study that identi¬ 
fied the under capacity oflike fa¬ 
cilities in the area. 

In her opinion, Judge Hath¬ 
away noted that the EDS well is 
“unique to Michigan and is ad¬ 
vanced in its processing and dis¬ 
posing of liquid* waste.” Need, or 
lack of, she opined, is not a statu¬ 
tory requirement to approve the 
permit 

The judge further explained 
that the Site Review Board can¬ 
not make decisions, only recom¬ 
mendations. She indicated that 
each of the issues raised by the 
SRB “were discussed and rea¬ 
soned by the MDEQ. 

In conclusion Judge Hathaway 
said, “This Court is satisfied that 
the MDEQ’s decision to issue the 
Part 111 permit was lawful, was 
supported by .competent, materi¬ 
al and substantial evidence, and 
was not arbitrary or capricious.” 

DEQ Director Russell Harding 
was elated with Judge Hath¬ 
away’s decision. “I am pleased 
that the Court has affirmed 
Michigan's approach to siting 
new hazardous waste manage¬ 
ment facilities,” said Harding. 

EDS officials were also 
pleased. Carol Bowie, EDS Com¬ 
munications Director noted, 
“The permitting process took 
more than four years, during 
which time our project was scru¬ 
tinized by both the MDEQ and 
the public.” 

“The public-participation 
process worked, she added, not 
only for EDS but also for every 
individual and business in the 
community. EDS now looks for¬ 
ward to serving in Romulus as a 
good corporate citizen.” 


District welcomes guest teachers

5th grade science ME APS double 


Romulus Curriculum Director 
Tom Dolan has reported that the 
district’s 5th grade science MEAP 
scores have jumped 20-points 
from last year. Scores that aver¬ 
aged 26% in 2000 are now 46% in 
2001. 

The state average for 2001 has 
not yet been computed but in 
2000, it was 42% for the 5th grade 
level 

Part of the reason for the jump, 
according to Pat Adams, the Ro¬ 
mulus "District Elementary Sci¬ 
ence Coordinator, is that the dis¬ 
trict has been working on a major 
overhaul of its elementary science 
program. 

“We have purchased a signifi¬ 
cant number of science experi¬ 
ment kits for our students,” said 
Adams. ‘This and preparation for 
our annual science fairs has en¬ 
able students to get more comfort¬ 
able with scientific experiments 
and the MEAP questions dealing 
with the scientific process. 

Dolan indicated that the State 
of Michigan Education Depart¬ 
ment is releasing only portions of 
the 2001 results thus far because 
of the various testing inconsisten¬ 
cies reported across the state last 


spring compared to the state averages

Van Born facility seeks 
to expand hazmat intake 


Rep. Basham 
voices strong 
opposition 

On the heels of EDS’s deep- 
well approval, the Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality is now reviewing an 
application to expand opera¬ 
tions at the former Michigan 
Recovery Systems on Van Bom 
Road in Romulus. 

The application is for the 
renewal of a hazardous waste 
management facility. Now 
owned by EQ Resource 
Recovery (EQRR). the facility 
hopes to also receive approval 
for the acceptance of additional 
hazardous waste categories they 
are currently barred from tak¬ 
ing 

The application has one for- 
midabie opponent upset Rep. 
Ray Basham (D-Tayior), a vocal 
opponent of the EDS deepwelL 
is questioning the need for the 
EQRR facility. 

“Where (Romulus) you are 
considering the expansion of the 
EQ facility,” notes Rep. Basham, 
“there are already several other 
existing hazardous waste facili¬ 
ties, the proposed EDS injection 
well facility, area landfills and 
transfer stations, the airport, the 
freeways, etc. While I recognize 


that businesses have the right to 
operate, our citizens have rights 
as well.” 

Rep. Basham was particular¬ 
ly peeved about the $1.1 million 
low interest loan EQRR has 
received from the state’s 
Strategic Fluid board. 

“First the state gives the haz¬ 
ardous waste facility taxpayer 
money to expand their opera¬ 
tions and then they give them 
their permits—-all without any 
consideration or concern 
regarding the impact on the 
community or whether there is 
even a need,” lamented Rep. 
Basham. 

The EQRR facility received 
their operating license in 1993. 
It expired in 1998, but EQRR 
can continue to operate while 
the existing license is being 
debated. 

EQRR operates a hazardous 
waste container and tank stor¬ 
age and tank treatment facilities 
at 36345 Van Bom Road, near 
Wayne Road. Storage of organic 
and inorganic hazardous wastes 
occurs in containers and tanks, 
prior to treatment on-site or 
shipment to off-site facilities. 

The MDEQ is in the process 
, of reviewing the company’s 
application. Prior to a final 
determination, a 45-day public 
comment period will com¬ 
mence, which includes a public 
healing

We suggest LeBlanc, 
Price for Westland mayor 


A tight three-way race for mayor in Westland 
highlights the primary election agenda this Sep¬ 
tember 11. 

Council president Sandra Cicirelli, Police Chief 
Emery Price and Council Pro Tern Richard 
LeBlanc are locked in a tight race for Westland 
mayor. The top two vote getters will face-off in No¬ 
vember. 

This newspaper asks voters to send LeBlanc 
and Price on to the November general election. 

Both choices have steered clear from dirty poli¬ 
tics and offer clear-cut positions on the issues. For 
instance LeBlanc favors an elected clerk, Price 
does not Price insists on maintaining the opera¬ 
tion of the incinerator, although he would hope to 
negotiate a more favorable contract. LeBlanc 
thinks Westland should break the contract and liti¬ 
gate the consequences in court 

LeBlanc wants to do away with the policy that 
allows certain employees to drive city cars home. 
Price favors the policy, claiming it saves the city 
thousands of dollars. 

The two candidates couldn’t be more different 
in their views on the major issues. Voters will be 
able to choose their next mayor based on the is¬ 
sues, and not who spends the most money or has 
the prettiest face. Cicirelli, who has proved to be a 
very capable counci lperson over the years, has not 
offered clear-cut opinions on the issues, and it is 
because of this, that we urge voters to vote for 
LeBlanc or Price. 

Eight out often candidates will survive the 
Westland City Council primary. Each voter will 
have the opportunity to choose four, with the top 
eight going on to the November general election. 

The candidates are Normie Brazier, incumbent 
Joe Eadah. recall activist Mario Gracin, Cheryl 
Graunstadt, Michael Kehrer, former councilper- 
son and mayor Charles Pickering, Michael Rintz, 
Dorothy Smith, Jack Underwood and William 
Wild. 

We strongly suggest voters send Gracin and 
Graunstadt on to November Mario Gracin spent 
80-hour weeks on the recall issue, putting all his 
time, energy and money into that campaign. No 
one, I mean no one, is more concerned about the 
well being of Westland government than Gracin 
and his wife.

The field of city council hopefuls include in¬ 
cumbents Mayor Pro Tern Pam Dobrowolski and 
Donna McEachem; former State Representative, 
Tom Kelly, former Wayne Mayor, Kenneth 
Warfield, former city councilman, Albert Damitio, 
Roger Komoros, Donald Hartford and Mark Diehl. 

The Wayne Eagle asks voters to send Dobrowol¬ 
ski, McEachem, Kelly, Warfield, Damitio and Hart¬ 
ford on to the November electioa 

Dobrowolski deserves to move on because she 
has been a positive force on council. Advocates for 
the business community, Chamber Executive Di¬ 
rector McEachem and local businessman Hart¬ 
ford deserve our support 

Kelly, Warfield and Damitio have more years of 
political experience between them than the entire 
current council. Kelly can bring a unique perspec¬ 
tive having served in Lansing for many years. For¬ 
mer councilmen Warfield and Damitio, both long¬ 
time residents of Wayne, want to continue to give 
to their hometown.

Romulus catches Westland bug 


The Romulus City Council ap¬ 
pears to be poised to plunge head¬ 
long into one of the two issues that 
resulted in the resignations of two 
Westland council members and 
the recall of two others. 

The issue is public participa¬ 
tion at council meetings. 

The Romulus Council has had 
a long standing policy of at least 
twenty years that allows citizens to 
comment on each item on the 
agenda before a vote is taken (for 
which this writer has commended 
the council in this column). But an 
attempt is being made to change 
that policy. 

The current policy requires 
those citizens wishing to comment 
on an agenda item to submit a slip 
notifying the City Clerk of that de¬ 
sire. At a recent council meeting, 
this writer submitted slips to com¬ 
ment on three out of the approxi¬ 
mately fifteen agenda items. 

During discussion of an ordi¬ 
nance amendment to provide 
penalties for ignoring watering in¬ 
structions during a citywide water 
emergency, Councilman William 
Crova interrupted accusing this 
writer of harassing the council by 
speaking on more than one agen¬ 
da item. The point had just been 
made that the ordinance should 
call for the mayor to declare the 
emergency rather than an ap¬ 
pointed department head as pro¬ 



vided in the amendment under 
consideration. 

Crova requested the acting 
chairperson to declare this writer 
out of order. When that request 
was refused on the grounds that 
current council rules did not pro¬ 
hibit a citizen from commenting 
on more than one agenda item, 
Crova challenged the ruling of the 
chair claiming Robert’s Rules of 
Order (which he obviously had not 
read on the subject) overrides 
council rules. 

Crova lost on a 4-2 vote and the 
meeting proceeded under current 
rules. At the end of the meeting a 
request was made and approved 
to refer the question on Robert’s 
Rules of Order to the City attorney. 

At last week’s meeting, the City 
Attorney’s opinion was read with 
no mention of Robert’s Rules af¬ 
firming that the State Open Meet¬ 
ings Act is controlling but the 
council has the authority to 
change its rules as long as “rea¬ 
sonable” opportunity is provided 


for citizen input 

Councilman Leroy Burcroff 
(who had voted with Crova at the 
earlier meeting) then requested a 
“study session” be scheduled to 
discuss changing the rule. He 
asked for a date of November 
26th. 

In this writer’s opinion, sched¬ 
uling discussion on that date is a 
clearly transparent attempt to 
bury the issue until after the Nov 
6th election Also, that date just 
happens to be the meeting that 
has the least public attention 
(falling immediately after the 
Thanksgiving break) second only 
to the meeting between Christmas 
and New Year’s. Would a vote 
then be scheduled between 
Christmas and New Year’s? 

All candidates for city offices, 
challengers as well as incum¬ 
bents, should make their positions 
on this issue known before the 
election. 

If council members don’t want 
to hear comments before they 
vote, the electorate should know 
that before they vote. 

Some council members may 
believe, by taking action after the 
fall election, they will have four 
years for the public to forget They 
should learn from the Westland 
example. State law only protects 
them from recall for six months af¬ 
ter the election. 
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School zips double-talking lips 


It’s 6:45 p.m. Do you know 
where your middle school stu¬ 
dent’s principal is? 

If you’re the parent of a Pio¬ 
neer Middle School student, at 
6:45 p.m. Aug. 15, your child’s prin¬ 
cipal was in police custody. 

As almost everybody by now 
knows, the principal allegedly ex¬ 
posed himself to an undercover 
vice squad cop behind the bushes 
in Hines Park 

I would not have brought it up 
again so soon after the first story if 
I hadn’t been fearing something 
like this ever since January 2000, 
when & Plymouth-Canton Educa¬ 
tional Park security guard was let 
go after student gossips brought 
the 31-year-old guard’s improper 
relationship with a 15-year-old 
student to the attention of Canton 
police. 

Not only did that scandal shock 
the community, but it raised ques¬ 
tions about Plymouth-Canton 
Community Schools’ hiring poli¬ 
cies, judgment, and integrity be¬ 
cause the security guard had a po¬ 
lice record. He had been convict¬ 
ed of assaulting a woman in 1994, 
yet the district hired him in 1996. 

During his stint at P-CER the 
misbehavior continued. He was 
put on probation for prowling, yet 
he was kept on the security detail. 

How could the district have 
hired a young man with a convic¬ 
tion for assault and battery to pro¬ 
tect teenage students? I asked Su¬ 
perintendent Kathryn Booher at 
the time. 

“We are thorough in our hiring 
process. This individual under¬ 
went psychological testing, and a 
comprehensive background 
check,” Booher said in a press re¬ 
lease. “We are taking a look at 
what we can do to more critically 



examine our hiring process and 
potential employees while always 
keeping in mind the safety of the 
students with whom they will be 
working.” 

She said that security guard’s 
hiring followed the district’s poli¬ 
cies and conformed to state law. 

In a second press release, 
Booher further explained: “We 
knew about the 1994 misde¬ 
meanor. We discussed the issue 
with the employee and we investi¬ 
gated it and learned it was a scuf¬ 
fle between two men. His record 
showed no previous convictions. 
We were not notified of the 1999 
[prowling] issue.” 

Since the current policy allows 
for the hiring of people convicted 
of violent crimes, like assault, and 
deviant crimes, like prowling, I 
asked Booher, “How many other 
people with police records has the 
distinct hired?” 

She said that she didn’t know. 
When pressed, she said that she 
would provide me with an answer 
in two weeks. 

The two weeks passed and no 
answer. Booher’s lips were 
zipped. 

I called a few times, received 
no answer, then decided to wait I 
feared that I would get an answer 
On Aug. 15, the answer was re¬ 
vealed in the bushes of Hines 
Park where, unlike Booher, al¬ 
legedly the principal unzipped. 

When the story broke, the dis¬ 


trict issued a statement 

“We are aware of the allega¬ 
tions concerning Pioneer Middle 
School Principal Tom Owens and 
understand that a warrant has 
been issued against him. Mr. 
Owens is a longtime, dedicated 
District employee,” the statement 
said. “Without drawing any con¬ 
clusions as to his guilt or inno¬ 
cence on the charges, the District 
has temporarily suspended him 
from his job responsibilities pend¬ 
ing the outcome of the proceed¬ 
ings.” 

Booher said, “I am confident 
that, during the interim, the edu¬ 
cational services and the teaching 
and learning environment at Pio¬ 
neer will proceed in the same fine 
manner as has occurred in the 
past” 

I’m not. Neither were many 
middle school parents, if inquires 
at area charter schools in the af¬ 
termath of the news were any in- 
dicatioa 

The lack of confidence stems 
from the district’s daily double: its 
double standard for its unionized 
staff and its double talk. 

The double standard holds stu¬ 
dents to a zero-tolerance policy 
and tenured staff to a virtual for- 
better-or-worse policy. 

The double talk about the 
“learning environment at Pio¬ 
neer” evades the relevant ques¬ 
tions about the district’s hiring 
policies and supervision of its 
staff. 

Last week, I asked Nancy 
Mouradian, the county sheriff’s 
spokeswoman, about the status of 
the ongoing police investigation, 
she told me to ask the district 

I did, but, once again, the dis¬ 
trict’s lips remained zipped. 


Keep successful Gifted and Talended programs 


To the editor: 

In a recent report on recom¬ 
mended facilities changes, Ply¬ 
mouth-Canton Superintendent 
Kathleen Booher made several 
recommendations. Some of these 
are clearly moves forward, others 
are difficult to justify, and I be¬ 
lieve that at least one is an ex¬ 
tremely bad idea for the students 
of our district 

The worst idea presented is 
her proposal to move away from 
the Magnet School model for Tal¬ 
ented and Gifted education. In 
this model, the most academically 
talented students in the district 
are identified and offered the op¬ 
tion of attending a school where a 
program is designed for their 
unique needs. Dr. Booher pro¬ 
vides several criticisms of this ap¬ 
proach, but they all seem to boil 


down to the fact that it is not in 
line with current educational the¬ 
ory. 

I suggest that we should be very 
hesitant to scrap a program which 
works extremely well just because 
it doesn’t match up with some¬ 
one’s theory. I speak from experi¬ 
ence. I was in a program like the 
one Dr. Booher proposes, where 
academically gifted children are 
incorporated into mainstream 
classrooms and offered enhance¬ 
ment programs. For me, it had the 
following results: 

I was identified by my class¬ 
mates as an intellectual freak So¬ 
cial pressures discouraged me 
from excelling I was given a nega¬ 
tive view of group projects, since I 
did most of the work. There was 
limited opportunity for discus¬ 
sions of matters that interested 


me. I learned to hide my academ¬ 
ic talents. 

My daughter, on the other 
hand, was in the Plymouth-Canton 
magnet program, with dramatical¬ 
ly different results: 

She was “just another kid” in 
her classes. Academic excellence 
was expected by her peers. Every¬ 
one learned from everyone else in 
group projects. She formed 
friendships with people having 
similar interests. She has confi¬ 
dence in the things that make her 
a unique individual. 

A recent poll indicated that 
many of the children in our na¬ 
tion’s schools are discouraged 
from academic excellence be¬ 
cause of peer pressure. If this is 
true of mainline students, how 
much more so does it apply to 
those with exceptional academic 


talents? 

All of our kids are important 
Each comes with special talents 
and need. It should be the goal of 
our schools to meet their educa¬ 
tional needs and develop those 
talents. In the current Talented 
and Gifted program, we have a 
system that does just that for one 
segment of our students. The only 
complaint I’ve heard about this 
program is that it is insufficiently 
funded, leading to a large waiting 
list for entry. Education theories 
come and go - but the argument “It 
Works!” will be valid until the end 
of time. I encourage Dr. Booher 
and the Board of Education to re¬ 
tain and extend the TAG program, 
which is serving our community 
so well.

If it isn’t the longest Inkster’s 
22-game basketball winning streak 
has to be one of the longest win¬ 
ning streaks in the State of Michi¬ 
gan. 

With two relatively easy victo¬ 
ries and the tournament title in 
their possession, Inkster High and 
Coach Dave Mann now have in 
their hands a 22-game girls’ bas¬ 
ketball winning streak. 

The Vikings, led by Carena 
Easley, Khadigrian Murphy, 


Lavlah Quawee and Brittany 
Evans turned back host. Our Lady 
of the Lakes, 69-43, in the champi¬ 
onship round for No. 22. 

In the first round, the Vikings 
ran up against a determined Pon¬ 
tiac Northern quintet and man¬ 
aged to win 6640. 

It was a good way to start the 
season, says Mann, who begins his 
second year as head coach at 
Inkster High. 

“It was a good tournament and 
I thanked the coach (at Our Lady 
of the Lakes) for inviting us,’’ said 
Mann afterwards. 


Charles Shires, Our Lady of the 
Lakes coach, played the role of 
the perfect host, allowing the 
Vikings to escape with the cham¬ 
pionship. They couldn't do much 
about it, anyway, as Inkster, be¬ 
hind Easley’s seven points and an 
equal output by Quawee, jumped 
out in front of a 22-15 lead first-pe¬ 
riod lead and didn’t look back. 

Inkster never trailed as the 
Vikings built up a 41-27 advantage 
at halftime that allowed Mann to 
substitute indiscriminately 
throughout most of the second 
half. Inkster outscored their hosts 


14-8 in the third and fourth peri¬ 
ods. 

Murphy wound up with 18 
points, the game’s high, while 
Easley also scored in double fig¬ 
ures. She had 15. Evans con¬ 
tributed 11, while all seven of 
Quawee’s points came in the 
opening frame. 

Inkster canned 13 of 20 from 
the free throw line; Our Lady of 
the Lakes made 18 of 28. 

“We played the right style and 
forced our opponents to play our 
game,” said Mann afterwards. 
“Obviously, it was a good way to 


start a season.” 

Inkster also led wire-to-wire 
against Northern in the 66-40 
opening round victory. Up 18-8 af¬ 
ter one, the Vikings kept the lead 
at the half, 28-16, but Northern, be¬ 
hind Charlese Greer and Jennifer 
Herring, refused to quit Northern 
kept the outcome of the game in 
suspense until the final eight min¬ 
utes. 

Each team scored 11 in the 
third period, but Inkster broke it 
open early in the fourth with a 11- 
point run and a 27-13 finale. 

Quawee led all scorers with 21 


points, while Keisha Young added 
16 of which 14 were scored in the 
pivotal fourth quarter. Murphy ac¬ 
counted for 14 for the Vikings who 
made nine of 18 at the free throw 
line. 

Pontiac Northern received 14 
points apiece from Greer and 
Herring

Wayne is embarrassed by 
Dearborn inWhite’ opener 


Any Wayne Memorial dream 
of building upon the momentum 
of receiving a victory after a loss 
was quickly laid to rest by Dear¬ 
born Friday night The visiting 
Pioneers crushed Wayne, 49-0, 
in the Mega-White opener for 
both schools. 

It was the most humiliating 
defeat in his more than three 
decades of coaching for a Floyd 
Carter coached football team. 

“Not since Farmington Hills 
Harrison beat a team of mine at 
Crestwood (Dearborn Heights) 
in the post-season have I ever 
lost a game by such a wide mar¬ 
gin,” said Carter. “This is a hu¬ 
miliating defeat for me and my 
team.” 

Earlier in the week, Wayne 
Memorial Athletic Director Bill 
Hawley was notified that Romu¬ 
lus would forfeit their victory

“Nothing went right for us,” 
Carter said. “But let me say this

shine on defense. He was credit¬ 
ed with four initial hits and four 
assists to lead the Zebras.

Monroe shows Romyltjs

It just doesn’t appear to be 
Coach Wade Cook or the Romulus’ 
Eagles year. 

After they were forced to hand 
over their hard-earned victory 
against Wayne Memorial because 
of an apparent use of an ineligible 
player, Romulus dropped a 35-14 
decision to Monroe in the Mega 
Conference, Red Division opener, 
before the home crowd F'iday 
night 

They enter Friday’s game 
against Allen Park with a 0-2 over¬ 
all record. 

The Eagles had a 7-0 lead early 
in the game against the pre-sea- 
son title favorite, Monroe, but the 
Trojans erased their advantage 
and went up 14-7 after one. The 
Eagles tied the game at 14 in the 
third quarter before Monroe blew 
them into the deep well with a 21- 
0 final period. 

“They (Monroe) just wore us 
down,” said Cook, who is in his 
sophomore year as head coach. 
“Monroe has an exceptional team 
this year, but we just couldn’t 
match them in that last quarter” 


It won’t get any easier for the 
Eagles this week. They run up 
against a 2-0 Allen Park team that 
also is making its debut in the top 
tier (Red Division) of the Mega. 
The Jaguars’ credentials include 
victories over Southgate Anderson 
and Ypsilanti. 

‘They have a quarterback over 
there who can really put thakball 
into the air,” Cook noted. “Obvi¬ 
ously, we have to be ready for 
their aerial assault Our defense 
will be tested.” 

The Romulus defense flunked 
the big test against Monroe. 

Romulus got the first break 
against the Trojans, a team that 
coaches pick to win the Mega-Red 
championship this year. Steve 
Moore’s kickoff to Monroe was 
fumbled by the Trojan receiver 
and recovered at the Monroe 42 
by Derrick Robinson, who set up 
the first TD drive. 

In three plays, senior running 
back Charles Searcy, converted to 
a quarterback, got his Eagles on 
the scoreboard. He completed a 
35-yard strike to split end Anson 
Long and Moore’s boot for the 
point-after lifted the Eagles to a 
quick 7-0 lead. 


But the visitors came back for 
two touchdowns and took com¬ 
mand of the game. The two teams 
separated at half with the visitors 
up, 14-7. When they came back to 
the field, it was Romulus that 
struck pay dirt first 

A perfectly-executed pass play 
by Searcy to Long that covered 75 
yards gave the hosts their second 
score of the evening. With Moore’s 
second PAT the game was knotted 
at 14 

But that’s the best the three¬ 
time Mega Conference Gold and 
White Divisions champs could do. 
Monroe exploded for three TDs in 
the last quarter to hand the Eagles 
their second consecutive setback 
of the campaign. 

Searcy, better know for his run¬ 
ning ability, managed to hit on 10 
of 32 passes and two touchdowns. 
Harbor rushed for 54 yards on 
nine attempts. He also stood out 
on defense where he picked up 18 
solo tackles from his middle line¬ 
backer’s post 

Strong safety Keith LaCroix al¬ 
so had a commendable game 
against the Trojans. He came up 
with seven solos, a sack and broke 
up at least three passing plays.

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7:03 p.m. in the 
Board Room Present: King, Payne, Budd, Hart, Herman, Jahr and 
Rochowiak. Absent and excused: None. Others in attendance: 
Executive Assistant Ireland, Secretary Cline and an audience of 
eleven (11). 

Supervisor King explained the process the Township Board has 
undertaken to get to these final candidates. The Board approved the 
job description for Public Safety Director then commenced a search 
for locating a suitable person by advertising in the following publi¬ 
cations and websites: the Michigan Townships Association, the 
Michigan Municipal League, the Michigan Chiefs of Police 
Organization, the Detroit Free Press and on the Township’s website. 
Thirty resumes were submitted to the Township Supervisor for con¬ 
sideration. The Board created and approved a Public Safety Director 
Interview Committee for the purpose of screening the resumes and 
creating a short list of candidates to be interviewed. The Interview 
Committee was comprised of Trustee Rochowiak, Charles 
Covington, Diane Tilson, Marvin “Chip” Snider and Supervisor 
King. The committee met on July 18th to review the resumes and 
seven candidates were chosen for interviews. The interviews were 
held in a public forum on August 1st. When the interviews were 
concluded the Committee recessed to compile scores of the candi¬ 
dates and arrived at a list of three candidates for further assessment 
by the Township Board. The three candidates were Michael Sturm, 
Douglas Smith and Christopher Elg. The Township Board then 
approved a contract with Fifer Investigations, L.L.C. to perform 
background investigations on each of the finalists. Supervisor King 
subsequently was contacted by Douglas Smith who requested to 
draw from the process as he had accepted another position. Thus, the 
remaining two candidates will be interviewed. 

Supervisor King stated each candidate will be asked a series of 
twelve questions with the Township Board ranking their responses 
on a scale from one to five, with one being a very poor rating and 
five being a very high rating. No ratings ot less than one or more 
than five will be allowed for any one answer. The Board may ask 
follow-up questions if necessary. No member of the audience will be 
permitted to ask questions of the candidates. However, each member 
of the media present will be permitted to ask one question each with 
the question being posed to both candidates. Each interview is not to 
exceed one hour in length, and upon concluding the first interview, 
the Board will recess for fifteen minutes and reconvene, to conduct 
the second interview. Upon completion of the second interview both 
candidates will answer the media's written questions, read by the 
Supervisor. Both candidates were asked to stay after the adjourn¬ 
ment of the meeting to answer informal questions from the Board 
and audience. The Township Board may arrive at a decision tonight 
or may choose to wait until the September 4th Regular Board 
Meeting to announce the selected individual with whom to enter into 
employment contract negotiations. She further stated a coin toss was 
done prior to the start of the meeting to decide the order of the inter¬ 
views, Mr. Elg won the toss and offered to be the first candidate to 
be interviewed. 

Supervisor King introduced both of the candidates, Michael Sturm 
and Christopher Elg to the audience. Mr. Sturm was then escorted to 
the Denton conference room, prior to interviewing Mr. Eig. 

A complete list of the questions follows the minutes*. In addition. 
Supervisor King asked each candidate if the salary requirements 
advertised were acceptable. 


The Special Board Meeting was recessed at 7:50 p.m. and recon¬ 
vened at 8:07 p.m 


Michael Sturm w_as the second candidate interviewed and at the con¬ 


clusion of his interview, Christopher Elg returned to the Board 
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Room. Supervisor King then read the two media questions, one per¬ 


taining to youth and youth services/programs and the second regard¬ 
ing department ethics and morals to both of the candidates. The 
media questions also follow the minutes. 


Supervisor King thanked both candidates for coming.
